Not for the first time, as the news 
reports declared, but for the second, 
an 
American 
lawyer 
has 
“taken 
silks.” 
Robert Newton Crane, just 
appointed by letter* patent to 
be 
“one of hie majesty’» counsel learned 
in the law,” la the original American 
king's counsel, it is true, but we have 
been represented in this third highest 
post of the British bar before. Judah 
P. Penjamin, when he ceased to fig 
urer in American history^ became fam­ 
ous abroad as an unquestioned kgd 
er of British legal opinion—queeh’s 
counsel for ten years, from 1872. 
One of the most courageous 
fig­ 
ures and most capable officers of the 
Confederacy was Judah P. Benjamin. 
He was Jefferson Davis* high counsel­ 
or, at first his attorney general and 
then his secretary of war. 
But 
It 
seemed to the $outh that he made 
terrible mistakes In his conduct 
of 
the .campaign around Roanoke Island 
in 1862. 
All the criticism which his 
course aroused he bore 
in 
silence, 
like Lincoln’s secret service man in 
“The Copperhead.” 
He could 
have 
explained, but he kept his secret in­ 
violate. 
The, reason, tragically hid­ 
den by circumstances, was that 
the 
Southern stores of ammunition were 
low, and the secretary of war would 
not let the North find that out. \ So 
he sealed his lips and lost Ids reputa­ 
tion among Confederate military men. 
Before his espousal 
of 
the lost 
cause Benjamin was offered the attor­ 
ney generalship of the United States 
by one President and a seat on the 
supreme court Bench by another. He 
became a leader of the American bar. 
The Civil War changed his whole ca­ 
reer urul at the last brought him high 
fame. 
When complete defeat came 
and the Confederate cabinet 
left 
Richmond, he destroyed the bulk 
of 
the secret service papers of the Con­ 
federacy, escaped from the coast of 
Florida id a small boat, and 
soon 
was sailing from the West Indies to 
England, to begin his life anew at 
the age of 55. 
A couriou* reticence 
urged him 
to spare 
no effort to 
thwart all biographers, but he 
at­ 
tained such eminence that his legal 
triumphs at least could not be hidden 
from the world. 
Beaching England absoluetly desti­ 
tute, his property lost 
by confisca­ 
tion, he speedily conquered his haul 
fate. 
In 1882 he retired from 
hi* 
post as queen’s counsel, leader of the 
British bar as once he had been of 
the American, with 
an Income 
of 
more than 1100,000 a year. He was 
the author of one o f the ablest law 
treatises of English jurisprudence.
